The  following  statement  has  been  drawn  up  at  the 
request  of  the  Honourable  Patrons. 

In  the  year  1800,  my' Father  presented  his  own  col- 
lection of  Anatomical  Preparations,  together  with  that 
of  his  Father,  to  the  University,  and  in  the  following 
terms : “ I Alexander  Monro,  Professor  of  Medi- 
cine, Anatomy,  and  Surgery,  in  the  University  of  Edin- 
burgh, hereby  give  and  bequeath  to  the  said  University, 
for  ever,  my  whole  collection  of  Anatomical  Prepara- 
tions, with  all  the  vessels  and  cabinets  in  which  they 
are  contained  in  the  several  rooms  connected  with  the 
Anatomical  Theatre,  to  be  used  by  myself  and  my  eld- 
est son,  my  colleague,  during  our  lives,  and  after  our 
decease  by  oiu  future  successors  in  office,  for  the  purpose

of  demonstrating  and  explaining  to  the  students  of  the 
University  the  structure,  physiology,  and  diseases  of  the 
human  body.” 

Within  these  few  years,  the  Museum  has  been  con- 
siderably extended.  It  is  now  open  to  the  students  and 
to  the  medical  profession,  and  is  well  exhibited  in  the 
new  rooms.  Upon  the  suggestion  of  William  Wood, 
Esq.  President  of  the  Royal  College  of  Surgeons,  and 
of  Dr  Hay,  one  of  the  Fellows  of  that  Body,  £l00  per 
annum  has  been  granted  for  the  support  and  extension 
of  the  Museum,  including  the  salary  of  the  Conservator, 
by  the  Patrons  of  the  University,  who,  upon  the  repre- 
sentation of  the  Senatus  Academicus,  sanctioned,  28th 
June  1826,  that,  “ 1st,  £l.  Is.  be  required  of  each  can- 
didate for  graduation ; it  being  at  the  same  time  un- 
derstood, that,  if  he  pays  the  money  on  his  first  ma- 
tricidation  at  the  University,  he  shall  be  allowed  a 
free  entrance  to  the  Museum  during  the  whole  course 
of  his  studies ; but  that  the  regulation  shall  not  ope- 
rate retrospectively  on  students  who  have  already  be- 
gun their  medical  studies.  2d,  That  no  other  stu- 
dents shall  be  compelled  to  contribute  to  the  Museum,

but  that  tickets  of  admission  shall  be  issued  to  all  who 
wish  for  them,  at  7s.  for  the  season,  and  that  none 
but  the  students  of  Dr  Monro’s  class  shall  be  admit- 
ted to  the  Museimi  without  such  tickets.”

Halfpenny  which  stuck  in  the  gullet  of  a boy,  where  it 
remained  three  years.  Patient  died  of  phthisis  pul- 
monalis.

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I 46.  Sole-fish  (dimensions  8^  inches  in  length,  3^  in  breadth) 
which  suffocated  a fisherman.  While  engaged  in 
drawing  his  net  with  both  his  hands,  he  seized  the  sole 
with  his  teeth,  as  it  was  effecting  its  escape  through 
an  interstice  in  his  net.

c.  At  cardiac  exti’emity  of  stomach  a large  medullary  fun- 

goid tumour,  of  a light  straw  colour,  covered  by  a de- 
licate, vascular  membrane.  Serous  membranes-of  dia- 
phragm much  thickened,  intimately  adhering  to  the 
left  lobe  of  liver  and  to  the  stomach.  Symptoms : — 
Countenance  exsanguine  ; sense  of  constriction  in 
throat,  with  difficult  deglutition,  rebeved  by  the  use 
of  the  probang  ; cough,  constipation,  latterly  diarrhoea, 
and  great  emaciation.  Patient,  a man,  ast.  73. 

d.  Two  large  apertures  in  stomach.  The  one  next  the 
pylorus  encircled,  at  its  margins,  by  a defined  ele- 
vation of  a scirrhous  appearance.  The  other  is  recent, 
with  ragged  margins,  and  seems  to  have  been  formed 
by  the  action  of  the  secretions  of  the  organ.  Around 
both,  to  a considerable  extent,  the  mucous  and  perito- 
neal coats  are  destroyed,  exposing  the  submucous  cel- 
lular membrane,  in  its  natural  state.

Four  years  before  death  was 
subject  to  cough  and  dyspnoea,  ascribed  to  an  in- 
jury of  the  chest.  The  lungs  were  partially  tuber- 
cidated  and  ulcerated.  During  the  last  four  months 
of  his  life  he  had  constant  diarrhoea,  often  with  tenes- 
mus, and  sometimes  with  pain  ; faeces  generally  light 
coloured,  not  mixed  with  blood  ; pulse  always  fre- 
quent ; great  emaciation. — Vide  Case  26. 

I 58.  Thickeningj  \ascularity,  and  ulceration  of  mucous  mem- 
brane, extended  through  the  whole  of  the  great  intes- 
tines. Patient,  a young  man,  had  scarlatina,  succeed- 
ed by  anasarca,  and  during  his  convalescence,  when 
extremely  weak,  was  seized  with  dysentery,  which 
proved  fatal  in  three  weeks.  The  dysentery  was  epi-

L 12.  Melanosis  of  liver  and  diaphragm.  Patient,  a male,  aet.  51, 
had  formerly  painful  disease  of  right  eye,  for  which  it  was 
extirpated  ; afterwards  general  pains,  resembling  rheu- 
matism ; finally  complained  only  of  weakness,  though  a 
month  before  death  he  had  had  severe  pleuritic  symp- 
■ toms.  A number  of  black  globular  bodies  were  found 
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imbedded  in  the  cellular  tissue,  between  the  pectoral 
muscle  and  third  and  fourth  ribs  of  left  side,  some  ad- 
hering to  the  periosteum.

Small  portion  of  the  heart,  covered  by  a layer  of  lymph  ; 
arteries  passing  from  the  surface  of  the  heart  into 
lymph,  injected.  Patient  died  with  symptoms  of  pneu- 
monia.

Adhesion  of  pericardium  to  heart,  with  extensive  osseous 
deposition  in  the  membrane. 

Large  abscess,  with  an  irregular  internal  surface,  which 
contained  pus  and  small  masses  of  fibrine.  It  occupies 
the  whole  extent  of  the  septum  cordis,  and  communi- 
cates with  the  left  ventricle  by  a smooth  oi'ifice  of  the 
size  of  a quill.  Hypertrophy  of  left  ventricle,  with 
slight  induration  of  its  apex.  Patient  had  for  some 
time  symptoms  of  peripneumonia,  and  twelve  months 
after  died  suddenly. 

Slight  dilatation  of  cavities  of  heart ; parietes  diminished 
in  thickness,  especially  those  of  right  ventricle.  Dila- 
tation of  the  pericardium,  with  a remarkable  thicken- 
ing of  the  pericardial  covering  of  the  heart : 40  oz. 
of  clear  serum  were  found  in  the  cavity  of  the  peri- 
cardium, and  32  oz.  in  cavities  of  the  pleurae : the 
lymphatic  glands  about  the  base  of  heart  much  en- 
larged.  ' ^

P 14.  Melanosis  of  pericardium  and  heai’t. — Vide  L 12. 

P 15.  Large  polypous  mass  of  fibrine  from  the  heart. 

P 16.  Mass  of  fibrine  from  the  heart  of  a mule. 

P 17.  Portion  of  fibrine  adhering  firmly  to  internal  surface  of 
right  ventricle. 

P 18.  Mass  of  fibrine  from  pulmonary  artery. 

P 19.  Mass  of  fibrine  which  occupied  the  left  auricle  and  pul- 
monary veins. 

P 20.  Mass  of  fibrine  which  occupied  left  ventricle  and  aorta. 

P 2 1 . Rupture  of  left  ventricle,  in  its  posterior  surface,  three 
inches  from  apex.  No  disease  of  its  muscular  sub- 
stance. The  ruptured  orifice  is,  externally,  about  half 
an  inch  in  length,  with  ragged  margins.  Slight  de- 
position of  earthy  matter  on  aorta.  Patient,  a man 
about  80,  had  tumour  in  bladder,  causing  dysuria,  and 
great  difficulty  in  introducing  the  catheter.  He  died 
instantaneously  when  at  stool.  Effusion  of  blood  distend- 
ed the  pericardium.  No  symptoms  of  diseased  heart. 

P 22.  True  aneurism,  of  the  size  of  an  orange,  of  apex  of  left 
ventricle,  with  absorption  of  its  muscular  substance, 
forming  a large  cavity,  lined  by  a thick  opaque  mem- 
brane, with  a smooth  inner  surface-  It  contains  a 
round  mass  of  fibrine,  adliering  to  the  lower  part  of 
’ sac,  which  is  intimately  connected  with  the  diaphragm. 

Slight  dilatation  of  right  ventricle. 

P 23.  Aorta  and  its  valves  slightly  diseased.  Great  dilatation 
of  both  auricles ; the  Eustachian  valve  considerably 
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longer  than  usual,  and  much  reticulated.  Parietes  of 
ventricles  thin.

P 24.  Dilatation  of  all  the  cavities  of  the  heart  with  hypertro- 
phy, so  that  if  is  to  a sound  heart  as  19  to  10.  The 
valves  of  the  aorta  are  ossified,  so  as  to  permit  only  a 
small  triangular  passage  for  the  blood.  Patient  la- 
boured under  great  dyspnoea,  and  became  anasarcous 
some  weeks  before  death. 

P 25.  Dilatation  and  hypertrophy  of  left  ventricle;  its  aortic  ori- 
fice much  enlarged  ; aorta  dilated  to  three  times  its 
usual  size;  steatomatous  and  osseous  depositions  be- 
tween its  muscular  and  inner  coats  ; semilunar  valves 
retracted  and  thickened  at  their  free  margins.  Right 
auricle  and  its  ventricular  opening,  much  dilated.  A 
large  opaque  white  spot  on  pericardial  covering  of 
right  ventricle.  Right  ventricle  enormously  dilated  ; 
its  parietes  were  of  a greenish-red  colour,  and  so  thin 
as  to  be  in  some  places  almost  diaphanous.  Pulmona- 
ry artery  increased  in  size.  In  cavities  of  pleurae  a 
large  quantity  of  serum.  Patient,  a man,  aet.  30. 
Symptoms  : — Dyspnoea,  cough,  anasarca,  frequent  vo- 
miting, with  occasional  diarrhoea. 

P 26.  Heart  enlarged.  Dilatation  of  right  auricle,  with  thicken- 
ing of  its  parietes ; Eustachian  valve  of  great  size ; 
ventricular  orifice  much  contracted.  Dilatation  of 
left  aui-icle  ; ventricular  opening  contracted  ; thicken- 
ing of  mitral  valve,  and  hypertrophy  of  left  ven- 
tricle. Semilunai*  valves  of  aorta  covered  with  osseous 
and  cartilaginous  concretions,  so  as  nearly  to  close  the 
aortic  orifice  of  the  ventricle.  Patient,  a female,  aet. 
49.  Symptoms  : — Distention  of  abdomen,  borborygmi, 
cedema  of  lower  extremities,  palpitation  visible  over  a 
large  surface  towards  the  epigastrium,  severe  dyspnoea. 
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Had  been  subject  for  ten  years  to  palpitation  and  oede- 
ma of  lower  extremities,  after  each  parturition. 

P 27 . Hypertrophy  and  partial  induration  of  left  ventricle.  Di- 
latation of  aorta  ; complete  ossification  of  its  semilunar 
valves,  which  adhere  to  each  other  so  as  scarcely  to  ad- 
mit a probe. 

P 28.  Heart  enlarged.  Dilatation  of  right  ventricle;  dilata- 
tion, with  hypertrophy,  of  left ; left  auricle  enlarged ; 
semilunar  valves  of  aorta  slightly  thickened.  Arch 
of  aorta  dilated,  forming  three  sacs  each  of  the  size 
of  half  an  egg  ; at  termination  of  arch,  a much  larger 
sac  was  seen  ; betwixt  inner  and  middle  coats  of  aorta, 
deposition  of  a yellow,  pellucid,  semicartilaginous  sub- 
stance ; internal  surface  unequal,  and  scabrous.  Pa- 
tient, a man,  set.  56.  Symptoms: — Dyspnoea,  in- 

creased by  exercise,  and  when  recumbent,  especially  on 
left  side ; strong  palpitation  on  left  side  of  thorax ; 
pulsation,  with  tremor,  at  sternal  extremities  of  cla- 
vicles, perceptible  as  far  as  under  jaw ; cough,  with 
free  mucous  expectoration  ; restlessness,  with  frightful 
dreams ; oedema  of  lower  extremities ; occasional  pain 
of  abdomen.  Symptoms  of  two  years’  duration.  liver 
pale,  granular,  and  slightly  indurated.  In  cavities  of 
pleura  3 fb.  of  serum.  Lungs  sound. — Vide  Case  52. 

P 29.  Heart  somewhat  enlarged  ; slight  hypertrophy  of  left  ven- 
tricle ; muscular  fibres,  near  the  apex,  indurated  ; di- 
latation, thickening,  and  slight  ossification  of  com- 
mencement of  aorta  ; trunks  and  branches  of  coronary 
arteries  dilated,  and  ossified.  The  man  died  suddenly. 

P 30.  Dilatation  of  left  auricle ; slight  hypertrophy  of  left  ven- 
tricle ; thickening  and  ossification  of  mitral  valves,  with 
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extreme  contraction  of  aunculo-ventricular  opening. 
Patient  died  suddenly. 

P 30.  a.  Universal  adhesion  of  pericardium;  dilatation  of  left 
auricle^  and  slight  dilatation  of  left  ventricle ; mitral 
valves  thickened,  margin  occupied  by  an  irregular 
ring  of  bone,  with  contraction  of  auricular  opening; 
soft  steatomatous  deposit  beneath  inner  coat  of  aorta. 
Lungs  emphysematous ; in  cavity  of  abdomen  5 ft), 
of  serum,  mixed  with  a few  flakes  of  lymph.  Patient, 
a man,  aet.  30.  Symptoms : — Great  oedema  of  lower 
extremities,  and  parietes  of  abdomen,  extending  par- 
tially over  thorax  ; ascites ; cough  and  dyspnoea,  in- 
creased by  exertion  and  the  recumbent  posture;  difficult 
expectoration  of  frothy  viscid  matter ; sonorous  rale  ; 
pulse  at  wrist  feeble,  quick,  occasionally  irregular,  but 
synchronous  with  that  of  the  heart.  Had  been  ten 
years  subject  to  asthma,  commencing  after  rheumatism. 

P 31.  Hypertrophy  of  left  ventricle,  with  thickening  of  mitral 
valves  ; thickening  of  semilunar  valves  of  aorta,  with 
considerable  osseous  deposition.  Patient,  an  old  sol- 
dier, of  intemperate  habits.  Disease  of  liver,  and  drop- 
sy some  months  before  death. 

P32.  Retraction  of  mitral  valves,  from  deposition  of  cartilaginous 
and  osseous  matter  between  laminae. 

P 33.  One  of  the  semilunar  valves  of  aorta  partially  ossified,  with 
considerable  enlargement  of  sinus  of  valve. 

P 34.  Thickening  and  incipient  ossification  of  semilunar  valves  of 
aorta. 

P 35...  Partial  ossification  and  thickening  of  semilunar  valves  of 
aorta.  In  a case  of  hydrothorax. 
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P 36.  Thickening  of  aortic  valves ; irregular  osseous  deposition 
on  their  ventricular  surface. 

P 37.  Extensive  osseous  and  calcareous  deposition  on  aortic 
valves,  uniting  them  together,  leaving  an  aperture  of 
only  a quarter  of  an  inch  in  length,  and  two  lines  in 
breadth. 

P 38.  General  cartilaginous  thickening,  and  partial  ossification 
with  retraction,  of  aortic  valves.  ' 

P 39.  Slight  ossification  at  free  margin  of  aortic  valves  of  an  ox. 

P 40.  Dilatation  of  pulmonary  artery,  with  incipient  thickening 
and  ossification  of  aorta.  Patient  died  suddenly. 

P 41 . Dilatation  with  ossification  of  arch  of  aorta. 

P42.  Ossification  of  coats  of  commencement  of  aorta,  and  free 
margin  of  aortic  valves  which  are  much  retracted. 

P 43.  Slight  thickening  of  aorta  from  extensive  calcareous  and  os- 
seous deposition  between  its  muscular  and  serous  coats. 

P 44.  Slight  thickening  of  aorta,  from  extensive  calcareous  and 
osseous  deposition  between  its  muscular  and  serous 
coats  ; muscular  fibres  dissected. 

P45.  Extensive  ossification  of  aorta  and  iliac  artery,  dried. 

P 46.  Ossification  of  under  part  of  aorta  and  common  iliac  arte- 
ries, dried.

P 46.  a.  Ossification  of  arch  of  aorta,  dried.

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P 47 . Osseous  depositions  on  aorta,  valves  of  aorta,  and  arteria 
innominata.  Contraction  and  obliteration  of  left  caro- 
tid, which  is  occupied  by  dense  lymph ; dilatation  of 
arteria  innominata  from  enlargement  of  right  carotid. 
Patient,  a female,  agt.  42.  Symptoms  : — Dyspnoea,  pal- 
pitation, strong  pulsation  in  right  side  of  neck ; ana- 
sarca. Liver  and  spleen  enlarged. — Case  14. 

P 47.  a.  Dilatation  of  arch  of  aorta,  Avith  considerable  osseous 
deposition.  Hypertrophy  of  left  ventricle.  Patient,  a 
female,  aet.  68.  Symptoms: — Dyspnoea,  anasarca, 

distension  and  fluctuation  of  abdomen,  palpitation,  very 
strong  pulsation  of  arteries  of  neck. — Vide  Case  39. 

P 48,  Ossification  of  femoral  artery;  all  the  arteries  similarly 
affected.  Patient,  a man,  aet.  90. 

P 49.  Ossification  of  coats  of  femoral  artery. 

P 50.  Dilatation  and  rupture  of  beginning  of  arch  of  aorta ; at 
place  of  rupture  coats  thinner  than  natural. 

♦ 

P 51.  Dilatation  and  thickening  of  arch  of  aorta ; behind  left 
subclavian,  an  aneurism  of  the  size  of  a walnut ; pa- 
rietes  of  sac  thin ; its  cavity  opens  into  that  of  aorta 
by  an  oval  aperture,  the  margins  of  which  are  smooth 
and  rounded-  Aorta  of  its  natural  size  beyond  the 
aneurism. 

P 51.  a.  Great  dilatation  of  commencement  of  aorta,  with  a large 
aneurismal  sac,  of  the  size  of  an  orange,  towards  the 
summit  and  right  side  of  arch.  Aorta,  of  natural 
size,  beyond  the  aneurism ; slight  calcareous  deposi- 
tion beneath  inner  membrane.  Aneurismal  tumour 
communicates,  through  its  whole  circumference,  with 
cavity  of  aorta.  Parietes  lined  by  a layer  of  fibrine. 
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Left  vena  innominata,  where  it  passes  over  the  tumour, 
obliterated. 

51.  h.  Aneurism  of  commencement  of  aorta,  which  formed  a 
considerable  tumour  in  front  of  trachea,  at  lower  part 
of  neck.  Vena  cava  superior  obliterated ; right  side 
of  sternum,  and  sternal  extremities  of  three  first  ribs 
of  right  side,  absorbed.  Patient,  a man,  aet.  40.  La- 
boured under  the  usual  symptoms  of  aneurism  for  up- 
wards of  a year  previous  to  death. 

P 51.  c.  Dilatation  of  commencement  of  aorta  ; an  aneurismal  sac 
of  3 inches  in  diameter,  between  right  auricle  and  ven- 
tricle. Tumour  divided,  at  its  fore  part,  into  two 
lobes  by  an  imperfect  septum.  Inferior  portion,  an- 
teriorly covered  by  the  muscular  substance  of  right 
' ventricle.  Left  side  of  right  auricle  continuous  with 

parietes  of  sac,  which  contains  a mass  of  fibrine,  and 
communicates  with  aorta  by  a contracted  aperture, 
with  smooth  defined  margins ; lower  part  of  aperture 
partly  formed  by  right  aortic  valve  much  retracted. 
Patient,  a man,  aet.  38,  of  intemperate  habits ; expe- 
rienced, during  the  last  eighteen  months  of  his  Life, 
painful  throbbing  sensations  at  upper  part  of  sternum  ; 
dyspnoea,  cough,  occasional  haemoptysis,  palpitation, 

. and  debility.  > 

P 5 1 . d.  Dilatation  of  aorta  from  origin  to  beyond  the  arch. 

In  situation  of  arteria  innominata,  a sac  formed  by 
uniform  dilatation  of  aorta  and  arteria  innominata ; 
immediately  beyond  which,  on  under  part  of  arch,  a 
second  sac,  of  the  size  of  an  egg,  containing  a spheri- 
cal mass  of  fibrine.  This  cavity  communicates  with 
the  first,  and  also  with  a much  larger  one  immediately 
beyond  it,  involving  termination  of  arch,  and  begin- 
■ ning  of  descending  aorta  ; it  contains  fibrine.  Left 
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subclavian  dilated  at  origin  for  about  an  inch.  Pa- 
rietes  of  sacs  much  thinner  than  those  of  aorta,  which 
are  thickened  and  studded  with  calcareous  concretions. 
Patient  died  suddenly. 

P 52.  Thickening  of  tunics  of  aorta.  Internal  surface  presents 
a tubercular,  rugose  appearance,  wth  a small  aper- 
ture, through  which  blood  escaped  into  cavity  of  peri- 
cardium, proving  instantly  fatal.  Patient,  a man,  aet. 
27,  of  intemperate  habits,  had  laboured  under  inter- 
mittent fever ; was  occasionally  subject  to  pain  in  left 
side,  increased  by  exercise. 

P 53.  Commencement  of  aorta  dilated.  A large  aneurismal  tu- 
mour occupies  the  whole  of  arch.  Sac  almost  en- 
tirely filled  with  a mass  of  fibrine.  Left  carotid  obli- 
terated, and  its  tube  occupied  by  firm  lymph.  Left 
subclavian  enlarged.  Aneurism  of  beginning  of  right 
subclavian,  which  contained  the  portion  of  fibrine 
in  the  bottom  of  jar.  Left  vena  innominata  obbtera- 
ted.  Left  par  vagum  was  much  compressed  between 
tumour  and  clavicle,  and  its  recurrent  branch  consider- 
ably stretched  and  enlarged.  Patient,  a man,  aet.  40. 
Symptoms  : — Pulsation  at  top  of  sternum,  perceptible 
for  four  years  ; Kvid  flushing  of  face  ; turgescence  of 
veins  of  neck  ; dyspnoea ; severe  pain  stretching  from 
breast  towards  left  ear  and  occiput ; stroke  of  palsy 
two  years  before.  The  livid  flushing  of  face  and  pain 
of  neck  subsequently  abated,  probably  in  consequence 
of  obliteration  of  carotid  ; latterly  lancinating  pains  in 
right  side  of  neck  ; paroxysms  of  dyspnoea  increased, 
with  a croupy  sound  of  breathing,  in  one  of  which  he 
died. — Vide  Case  88. 

P 54.  Aneurism  of  aorta,  forming  tAvo  sacs  each  of  the  size  of  an 
egg,  immediately  above  the  semilunar  valves,  Avhich  are 
much  contracted. 
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J*  55.  Aneurism  of  aorta  between  origin  and  arteria  innomina- 
ta.  Coats  of  aorta  diseased  and  dilated  beyond  the 
arch.  Aneurismal  sac  laid  open. 

P 56.  Large  aneurismal  tumour  in  concavity  of  arch  of  aorta ; 

ascending  and  descending  portions  of  artery  dilated 
and  studded  with  calcareous  matter ; the  sac  con- 
tains a large  mass  of  fibrine,  compressing  gullet  and 
left  bronchus.  Arteria  innominata  and  commencement 
of  right  carotid,  enlarged.  Small  aneurism  in  right 
subclavian,  between  its  origin  and  thyroid  axis ; left 
carotid  contracted,  and  filled  with  dense  lymph ; left 
subclavian  and  vertebral  arteries  obliterated  at  ori- 
gins. Right  pneumo-gastric  nerve  much  increased  in 
size.  Right  vena  innominata  obliterated.  Vena  cava 
superior  contracted,  so  as  merely  to  admit  a surgeon’s 
probe. 

P 57.  Dilatation,  with  extensive  ossification,  of  arch  of  aorta. 

At  summit  of  arch,  a large  aneurism,  extending  over 
thyroid  gland  ; extremity  of  right  clavicle  in  centre  of 
sac  ; absorption  of  left  clavicle  and  upper  part  of  ster- 
num. A circular  slough  formed  at  fore  part  of  tu- 
mour, through  which  it  burst  externally,  causing  im- 
mediate death. 

P 58.  Arch  of  aorta  dilated  at  commencement;  internal  sur- 
face occupied  by  numerous  osseous  depositions.  Be- 
tween posterior  surface  of  arch  and  trachea,  an  aneu- 
rism of  the  size  of  a goose’s  egg.  Tumour  communi- 
cates with  aorta  by  a circular  opening,  half  an  inch 
in  diameter,  with  smooth  defined  margins.  The  sac 
burst  into  trachea  through  a small  aperture,  and  suffo- 
cated the  patient. 

P 59.  Aneurism  of  posterior  part  of  arch  of  aorta,  of  the  size  of 
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the  fist ; parietes  of  sac  extremely  thin,  and  almost 
membranous  ; partial  absorption  of  three  of  the  carti- 
lages of  left  bronchus,  where  the  aneurism  burst 
through  two  apertures,  proving  instantly  fatal. 

P 60.  Arch  of  aorta  dilated  to  three  times  its  natural  size,  with 
steatomatous,  cartilaginous,  and  osseous  depositions, 
from  origin  to  middle  of  thorax.  Below  origin  of 
left  subclavian,  aorta  extremely  contracted.  It  again 
expanded  into  a second  aneurism,  which  adhered  to 
left  bronchus,  and  burst  into  it  by  a small  ragged 
opening.  Lungs  were  partly  tubercular.  Heart  and 
valves  sound.  Patient,  a female,  aet.  50,  during  a fit 
of  coughing,  with  profuse  expectoration  of  blood,  ex- 
pired.— Vide  Case  13. 

P 61.  Aorta,  from  origin  to  beyond  curvature,  thickened  with 
deposition  of  calcareous  and  osseous  matter ; in  trans- 
verse portion  of  arch  a large  aneurism  ; sac  nearly 
filled  with  fibrine,  the  concentric  layers  are  unusual- 
ly distinct,  and  at  its  margins  appeared  continuous 
with  inner  coat  of  artery ; near  trachea,  pai'ietes  of 
sac  extremely  thin  : it  adhered  to  sternum  and  car- 
tilages of  third  and  fourth  ribs,  and  compressed  oeso- 
phagus and  trachea,  causing  difficulty  of  respiration 
and  deglutition ; communicated  by  seven  small  open- 
ings with  left  bronchus  and  lower  part  of  trachea.  Left 
vena  innominata  obliterated.  Left  carotid  arises  from 
aneurismal  sac  by  a contracted  orifice,  and  passes  ob- 
liquely for  two  inches  between  its  tunics.  Patient,  a 
cabinet-maker,  set.  54,  formerly  received  an  injury  of 
the  chest.  Symptoms : — Pain  of  throat,  with  sense  of 

• constriction  ; difficult  respiration  and  deglutition  ; tu- 

mour on  left  side  of  sternum  ; pulsation  in  it  for  the 
space  of  two  inches  ; pain  in  left  side  of  chest ; severe 
pain  in  left  side  of  neck,  extending  to  ear;  palpita- 
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tion  ; dyspnoea,  with  partial  aphonia  ; cough,  and  occa- 
sional haemoptysis ; no  sensible  pulsation  of  left  caro-. 
tid.— Vide  Case  37. 

P 62.  Aneurism  of  commencement  of  descending  aorta,  which 
burst  into  cavity  of  right  pleura ; adhesions  of  pleurm 
which  limited  the  effusion.  The  sac  next  burst  into  oeso- 
phagus. Symptoms  : — Dysphagia  ; dyspnoea  ; sputa 
tinged  with  blood ; palpitation  ; about  six  or  seven 
days  after  first  rupture,  sudden  vomiting  of  blood, 
followed  by  instant  death.  Patient,  a male,  aet.  26. 
— Case  18. 

P 63.  Small  aneurism  of  thoracic  portion  of  aorta;  partial  ossifi- 
cation of  artery. 

P 64.  Aneurism  of  aorta  between  caeliac  and  renal  arteries.  The 
sac,  of  the  size  of  a large  orange,  adhered  to  the  ver- 
tebrae, and  is  nearly  filled  with  firm  fibrine,  through 
a canal  in  the  centre  of  which  the  blood  passed.  Pa- 
tient died  of  scirrhous  pylorus. 

P 65.  Large  aneurism  of  abdominal  aorta,  filled  by  fibrine  of  very 
considerable  consistence.  Whole  of  aorta  partially  os- 
sified. 

P 66.  Remains  of  an  aneurism  involving  termination  of  aor- 
ta, and  commencement  of  common  iliacs.  Parietes  of 
sac  oval,  flattened,  much  thickened,  and  of  a fibro-car- 
tilaginous  consistence.  Body  of  third  lumbar  vertebra 
in  contact  with  sac  was  partially  absorbed;  its  dis- 
eased surface,  smooth,  and  covered  by  a thin  imperfect 
membrane,  apparently  composed  of  organised  fibrine, 
which  inseparably  adhered  to  the  bone,  forming  poste- 
rior parietes  of  aneurism.  Cavity  of  sac  exposed,  pos- 
terior parietes  having  remained  attached  to  surface  of 
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diseased  vertebra.  It  was  filled  by  an  oval  mass  of  fi- 
brine,  of  firm  and  uniform  consistence,  and  strongly 
attached  to  the  irregular  inner  surface.  Cavity  of  a 
conical  form ; its  greatest  dimensions,  inches  in 
length,  in  breadth,  and  about  1 inch  in  depth. 
Aorta,  immediately  above  the  sac,  extremely  contracted 
and  obliterated  to  the  extent  of  jL  of  an  inch,  and  ren- 
dered impervious  for  an  inch  and  by  two  throm- 
bi or  plugs,  separated  by  an  intervening  space  of 
of  an  inch  : the  upper  is  ^®^  of  an  inch  in  length,  of 
the  usual  conical  form,  composed  of  solid  fibrine  of  a 
florid  colour ; its  base  is  attached  to  circumference 
of  aorta,  immediately  below  the  origins  of  left  second 
lumbar,  and  right  renal  arteries,  by  means  of  lymph 
which,  being  continuous  with,  simulates  the  inner  coat 
of  aorta.  Between  this  and  the  sac,  aorta  gradually 
diminishes  in  size.  Its  tunics  appeared  much  thicken- 
ed, but  there  was  easily  detached  from  them  a fibrous 
membrane,  resembling  the  coats  of  an  artery,  continu- 
ous above  with  the  aorta,  and  terminating  in  a taper- 
ing impervious  point,  a little  above  the  aneurismal  sac  : 
it  is  evidently  the  remains  of  a plug,  the  fibrine  of 
which  had  been  absorbed ; a piece  of  whalebone  is 
placed  below  it.  Inferior  mesenteric  artery  arises  from 
aneurismal  sac,  is  obliterated  for  2 inches,  and  much 
contracted  beyond  the  obliteration  ; on  internal  surface 
of  contracted  portion  are  the  usual  transverse  corru- 
gations. Both  external  iliacs  obliterated  at  their  origins, 
and  much  contracted  till  beyond  Poupart’s  ligaments. 
There  was  no  dilatation  of  epigastrics  nor  internal  mam- 
maries. None  of  the  branches  of  thoracic  nor  abdominal 
aorta  enlarged,  except  the  second  left  lumbar,  which  is 
dilated,  so  as  to  admit  a small  quiU.  The  communica- 
tions between  arteria  colica  media  et  sinistra,  and  the 
branches  of  internal  iliacs,  were  not  examined.  Patient, 
a painter,  aet.  46.  Symptoms  of  phthisis  pulmonalis,  of 
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three  months’  duration,  commenced  after  exposure  to 
cold.  Five  years  before,  complained,  for  a short  time, 
of  painful  pulsation  in  inferior  part  of  abdomen,  but 
walked  about  till  within  a few  weeks  of  his  death. 
Lungs  hepatised  and  tuberculated,  with  a large  tuber- 
cular cavern. 

P 67.  Portion  of  superficial  femoral  artery,  occupied  for  three 
inches  by  a clot  of  fibrine,  united  in  several  places  to 
internal  coat  of  the  vessel,  on  which  are  the  nume- 
rous uniform  circular  bands,  usually  found  in  oblite- 
rated arteries.  The  corresponding  vein  completely  ob- 
literated, partly  by  thickening  of  its  coats,  and  partly 
by  effusion  of  lymph,  where  ligature  was  placed  round 
the  artery.  Patient,  a man,  aet.  27,  of  scrofulous  con- 
stitution, had  undergone  amputation  on  account  of 
caries  of  knee-joint.  About  a month  after  the  opera- 
tion, a ligature  was  passed  round  the  femoral,  in  conse- 
quence of  haemorrhage  from  ulceration  of  stump.  Two 

months  afterwards  died  of  phthisis  pulmonalis.

»P  68.  An  aneurism  from  left  ham,  in  bottom  of  jar  ; and  above, 
is  right  crural  artery  of  same  patient,  in  which  are 
three  aneurisms ; the  first  inguinal ; the  second  and 
smallest  was  situated  in  the  middle  of  thigh  ; the  third 
and  largest  in  the  ham.  The  aneurism  of  right  ham, 
accompanied  with  excruciating  pain,  finally  attained  an 
enormous  size,  and  burst  externally,  followed  by  fatal 
haemorrhage.  The  circular  fibres,  continued  on  all  the 
three  sacs  in  right  crural,  thicker  than  those  in  sound 
portion  of  artery,  and  intermixed  with  soft  steatoma- 
tous  matter  at  most  enlarged  parts  of  sacs.  In  sac 
from  left  ham  fibres  could  not  be  traced ; its  internal 
membrane  was  much  thickened.  Patient,  a man,  ast.  40,

li  1 . Thickening  and  vascularity  of  lips  of  glottis  ; effusion  of 
lymph  on  inner  membrane  of  larynx,  extending  from 
upper  part  of  thyroid  cartilage  to  second  ring  of  tra- 
chea ; muco-purulent  matter  in  bronchi.  Laryngoto- 
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niy  was  performed,  through  thyro-cricoid  ligament, 
without  relief,  in  consequence  of  the  disease  extending 
below  it.  Patient,  a man,  aet.  20.  When  convales- 
cent from  fever,  was  seized  with  sore  throat  and  su- 
perficial ulceration  of  tonsils ; croupy  symptoms  gra- 
dually supervened.  Died  half  an  hour  after  the  opera- 
tion. 

R 2.  Wound  in  larynx  through  crico- thyroid  membrane.  Neigh- 
bourhood of  glottis  inflamed,  but  no  oedema ; mucous 
membrane  of  trachea,  very  vascular,  contained  a con- 
siderable quantity  of  mucus.  Lungs  were  sound.  Brain 
and  membranes  unusually  vascular  ; its  ventricles 
distended  with  serum.  Patient,  a female,  aet.  25. 
Symptoms  : — Respiration  and  deglutition  at  first  tole- 
rably easy  ; partial  emphysema  of  integuments  of  neck 
and  thorax  ; then  violent  pyrexia,  with  delirium  ; great 
dyspnoea,  with  loud  mucous  rale ; countenance  livid 
and  swollen. — Vide  Case  16. 

R 3.  Thickening  of  membrane  of  larynx.  Case  of  oedema  glot- 
tidis.  Patient  died  suddenly. 

R 4.  Effusion  of  serum  into  cellular  texture  of  lips  of  glot- 
tis, base  of  epiglottis,  and  surrounding  parts ; inner 
membrane  of  glottis  was  highly  vascular,  vocal  liga- 
ments cedematous.  A small  fleshy  tumour  projects 
from  anterior  surface  of  left  arytenoid  cartilage,  by 
means  of  which,  and  the  oedema,  rima  glottidis  com- 
pletely obstructed.  Mucous  membrane  of  trachea 
and  bronchi  were  highly  vascular  ; bronchi  filled  with 
a frothy  fluid.  Slight  oedema  of  lungs.  Patient,  a 
man,  ast.  30.  When  convalescent  from  fever  was  seized 
with  sore  throat  and  hoarseness.  ‘ Difficulty  of  respira- 
tion suddenly  supervened,  with  croupy  inspiration. 
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Became  tlien  suddenly  comatose,  with  lividity  of  face,  and 
exceedingly  laborious  inspiration.  Severe  symptoms, 
of  twenty-four  hours’  duration. — Vide  Case  8th. 

R 5 . Tong  ue  and  larynx.  Mucous  membrane  much  thickened. 

Papillae  maximae  of  tongue,  and  glands  of  epiglottis, 
enlarged,  and  slightly  ulcerated.  Mucous  membrane 
of  margins  of  glottis  and  of  vocal  ligaments,  thickened, 
irregular,  and  ulcerated.  Ventricles  of  lai-ynx  much 
contracted.  A quantity  of  mucus,  mixed  with  lymph 
and  pus,  was  found  in  larynx.  Patient,  a man,  aet.  60. 
Symptoms : — Hoarseness  for  two  years,  finally  much 
increased ; difficult  deglutition,  partial  aphonia  ; cough, 
with  much  expectoration  of  mucus. 

R 6.  Ulceration  of  larynx  immediately  below  inferior  vocal  li- 
gaments, extending  to  arytenoid  cartilages.  Body  of 
arytenoid  cartilage  much  ulcerated  ; investing  mem- 
brane contained  healthy  pus.  No  appearance  of  re- 
cent inflammation  of'  mucous  membrane  of  larynx. 
On  left  side  of  chest,  between  external  and  internal 
strata  of  intercostals,  was  a collection  of  healthy  pus. 
On  right  side  a quantity  of  pus  diffused  into  cellular 
tissue  of  axilla.  Lungs  slightly  diseased.  Patient,  a 

man,  aet.  25.  Symptoms: Hoarseness  and  sore 

throat  after  exposure  to  cold,  painful  deglutition,  dif- 
ficult inspiration,  aphonia,  cough,  expectoration  scanty 
and  tinged  with  blood,  pyrexia,  sweats,  diarrhoea,  ex- 
haustion. Symptoms  of  five  weeks’  duration. — Vide 
Case  9. 

R 7.  Ulceration  of  lips  of  glottis ; formation  of  pus  between 
cricoid  cartilage  and  its  investing  membrane  ; contrac- 
tion of  rima  glottidis.  With  symptoms  of  suffocation 
patient  died  suddenly. 
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8.  Extensive  destruction  of  mucous  membrane  of  pharynx  ; 

ulceration  of  epiglottis,  with  thickening  of  mucous 
membrane ; contraction  of  rima  glottidis.  Between 
epiglottis  and  tongue,  a deep  ulcerated  cavity  com- 
municating with  several  smaller  ones,  terminates  in 
substance  of  genio-hyo-glossi  muscles.  Ventricles  of 
larynx  much  contracted ; right,  almost  obliterated. 
Whole  of  mucous  membrane  much  thickened  and  ul- 
cerated. 

9.  Great  thickening  and  induration  of  mucous  membrane  of 

tongue,  larynx,  and  velum  pendulum  palati.  Epiglot- 
tis and  bps  of  glottis  remarkably  thickened,  with  nu- 
merous ulcerations  on  their  mucous  membrane ; seve- 
ral of  the  ulcers  encircled  by  an  areola  of  inflamma- 
tion. Ventricles  of  larynx  much  contracted  ; mucous 
membrane  of  right  ventricle  elevated  and  ulcerated. 
Uvula,  velum  pendulum  palati,  and  pharynx,  of  a se- 
micartilaginous  consistence.  Abscess,  which  formed, 
with  great  rapidity  on  fore  part  of  thyroid  and  cricoid 
cartilages.  Patient,  a man,  aet.  50.  Symptoms: — 

Hoarseness,  with  difficult  deglutition.  Had  been  fre- 
quently salivated  for  syphilitic  ulceration  of  throat. 
When  convalescent,  was  exposed  to  cold,  and  sudden- 
ly seized  with  pain  in  region  of  larynx,  and  hurried 
stridulous  breathing,  with  pyrexia,  and  lividity  of  coun- 
tenance.— Vide  Case  10. 

10.  Papillae  maximae  of  tongue  much  enlarged.  Velum  pen- 
dulum palati,  and  posteidor  part  of  pharynx,  which 
adhered  firmly  to  muscles  on  anferior  face  of  cervical  ver- 
tebrae, semicartilaginous.  Tonsils,  epiglottis,  and  bps 
of  glottis,  destroyed  by  ulceration.  Remains  of  deep 
ulcerations  betwixt  base  of  tongue  and  ventricles  of  la- 
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rynx.  Ulceration  of  cricoid  cartilage  ; under  its  invest- 
ing membrane  a quantity  of  pus  was  found.  Great 
vascularity  of  lining  membrane  of  trachea,  with  puri- 
form  secretion.  Patient,  a middle  aged  man,  had 
taken  large  quantities  of  mercury  for  syphilis ; com- 
plained of  severe  pain  in  throat,  which  exhibited  much 
ulceration.  As  the  throat  healed,  the  symptoms  be- 
came more  severe,  and  vice  versa.  Laborious  and 
croupy  respiration ; loss  of  appetite;  exhaustion.  Died 
apparently  of  suffocation. — Vide  Case  2. 

R 11.  Inside  of  larynx  variously  ulcerated  in  several  places,  with 
obliteration  of  left  ventricle.  Three  ulcers  on  mucous 
membrane  of  trachea  : one  in  an  active  state ; mu- 
cous membrane  destroyed ; several  rings  of  trachea 
exposed  and  ulcerated.  One  on  right  side  has  per- 
forated the  walls  of  trachea;  by  an  oblique  fistulous 
opening  of  considerable  size!  Cellular  substance,  sur- 
rounding it  externally,  much  condensed,  and  infiltrated 
by  lymph  and  pus,  so  as  to  compress  extremely  the 
tube  of  oesophagus.  Patient,  a female.  Had  appa- 
rently recovered  from  syphilis  half  a year  before. 
Died  from  suffocation  during  a violent  fit  of  cough- 
ing. 

R 12.  Larynx  and  trachea,  with  several  detached  portions  of  false 
membrane.  Patient,  a child,  died  of  croup. 

R 13.  Trachea,  with  false  membrane,  occupying  the  tube  of  tra- 
chea and  larynx.  Patient,  a child,  died  of  croup. 

R 14.  Thymus  and  bronchial  glands  enlarged  compressed  lower 
end  of  trachea,  and  beginning  of  bronchi.  Tubercles 
were  found  in  the  lungs.  No  disease  of  larynx  or  tra- 
chea. Patient,  a child,  died  with  symptoms  of  croup. 
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R 15.  Abscess,  of  great  size,  on  right  side  of  neck  and  trachea, 
which  terminated  fatally  by  obstructing  respiration. 
Nearly  two  pounds  of  pus,  mixed  Avith  large  flakes  of 
lymph,  were  found  in  the  abscess.  F our  arteries  arise 
from  arch  of  aorta.  Right  subclavian  dilated  at  its 
origin,  arises,  beyond  the  left,  from  posterior  part  of 
arch,  and  passes  over  the  trachea,  at  beginning  of  right 
bronchus.  Patient,  an  old  man. 

R 16.  Tubes  of  lymph,  of  the  form  of  ramifications  of  bronchi, 
expectorated.  Case  phthisis  pulmonalis. 

R 17.  Tubes  of  lymph,  of  the  form  of  ramifications  of  bronchi, 
expectorated.  Case  phthisis  pulmonalis. 


R 18.  Tubes  of  lymph,  of  the  form  of  ramifications  of  bronchi, 
expectorated.  Case  phthisis  pulmonalis.  Patient,  a fe- 
male, aet.  50. 

R 19.  Substance  of  lower  lobe  of  right  lung  carnified  (Laennec), 
of  a uniform  red  colour.  Pleura  pulmonalis  and  of  part 
of  diaphragm  covered  by  an  effusion  of  recent  lymph, 
which  formed  the  parletes  of  a cyst  that  contained  two 
pounds  of  pus.  Patient,  a stout  young  woman,  of  in- 
temperate habits,  was  seized  with  cough,  and  subse- 
quently severe  pain  of  side,  relieved  by  bleeding; 
cough,  and  dyspnoea,  with  delirium.  Bronchial  respi- 
ration, with  bronchophony  on  part  of  affected  side. 
Symptoms  of  eight  days’  duration.  No  remedies  had 
been  used  the  first  four  days. — N.  B.  Two  prepara- 
tions.

R 20.  Portion  of  lower  lobe  of  right  lung,  in  a state  of  grey  hepa- 
tisation.  False  membrane  on  pleura  pulmonalis,  by 
Avhich  it  adhered  to  pleura  costalis.  Patient,  a female, 
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set.  33.  Had  orthopnoca  before  death, 
symptoms  unknown.  Died  dropsical  from 
ver. 

R 21.  Portion  of  lung,  in  a state  intermediate  between  tubercula- 
tion  and  grey  hepatisation.  The  upper  lobes  of  both 
lungs  were  similarly  diseased,  and  partially  ulcerated. 
Vide  I 57. 

R 22.  Effusion  of  recent  lymph  on  pleura  of  lower  lobe  of  right 
lung.  Pulmonary  texture  slightly  condensed.  Pa- 
tient, aet.  5,  died  shortly  after  an  attack  of  measles. 

R 23.  Lungs  of  a rabbit,  in  which  tubercles  have  been  produced 
by  a small  quantity  of  mercury  injected  into  trachea. 
Animal  was  killed  eight  days  after.  Each  tubercle 
contains  a minute  globule  of  mercury  in  the  centre. — 
N.  B.  Two  preparations. 

R 24..  Part  of  lower  lobe  of  lung  condensed ; deposition  of  soft 
tubercles.  A number  of  cavities  exposed  which  con- 
tained fluid  pus.  Patient,  ast.  8 months,  died  of  hoop- 
ing cough,  accompanied  by  much  fever  and  dyspnoea. 
Disease  of  only  two  weeks’  duration. 

R 25.  Part  of  lower  lobe  of  lung.  Irregular  tubercular  deposi- 
tions, with  surrounding  vascularity,  at  upper  part  of 
preparation.  Lower  part  condensed ; tubercles  and 
small  cavities  which  contained  pus.  Patient,  aet.  4,  of 
scrofulous  habit,  died  of  hooping  cough. 

R 26.  Portion  of  a child’s  lung,  consolidated  by  numerous'  semi- 
opaque miliary  tubercles. 

R 27.  Portion  of  lung  condensed  ; a number  of  minute  tubercles, 
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aiid  cavities  which  contained  pus.  Patient,  a child,  died 
of  hooping  cough. 

R 28.  Portion  of  lung  thickly  studded  by  miliary  tubercles ; se- 
veral opaque  ; none  softened.  The  whole  of  lungs  were 
similarly  diseased.  Patient,  a male,  aet.  16.  Symptoms  : 
— Dry  cough,  gradually  increasing  ; rigors  ; dys- 
pnoea, and  fever,  not  hectic ; latterly,  dyspnoea  very 
urgent,  with  livid  lips,  and  great  debility.  Symptoms  of 
five  weeks’  duration.  Patient  was  confined  one  week. 

R 29.  Portion  of  left  lung,  tuberculated.  Its  substance  con- 
densed, soft,  and  fria,ble.  Tubercles  small,  distinct, 
and  semicartilaginous ; some  have  suppifrated,  form- 
ing small  tubercular  cavities.  In  upper  part  of 
bottle,  a portion  of  right  lung  condensed,  more  thick- 
ly studded  with  tubercles ; anterior  portion  partially 
emphysematous.  Patient,  a male,  from  New  Zealand, 
ast.  17.  Symptoms  : — Frequent,  painful  cough  ; diffi- 
cult inspiration ; respiration  hurried  and  laborious ; 
copious  expectoration,  containing  a lai'ge  quantity  of 
florid  blood.  Disease  of  six  weeks’  duration. — Vide 
Case  41. 

R 30.  Inflammation  and  hepatisation  of  lung,  with  formation  of 
large,  soft,  unencysted  tubercles,  or  purulent  depo- 
sits.

Thickening  of  pleura  pulmo- 
nalis,  and  adhesion  to  pleura  costalis,  by  means  of 
a firm  false  membrane.  Pulmonary  substance  hepa- 
tised  and  tuberculated ; also  several  tubercular  ca- 
verns. Some,  in  upper  part,  are  of  considerable  size, 
and  traversed  by  bloodvessels  and  columns  of  con- 
densed pulmonary  tissue ; others  lined  by  a smooth 
membrane.  Left  lung  similarly  diseased.  A consider- 
able quantity  of  fluid  was  found  in  cavity  of  right 
pleura.  Patient,  a man,  aet.  40.  Symptoms  : — Cough 
and  repeated  haemoptysis.  Three  months  before  death 
Avas  somewhat  relieved.  Afterwards  had  contihued  fe- 
ver, when  recovering  from  which,  return  of  cough  with 
purulent  expectoration,  emaciation,  delirium. 

R 39.  Large  ulcerated  cavern,  which  contained  pus,  in  upper  part 
of  left  lung.  Lung,  in  a state  of  grey  hepatisation, 
contains  a few  granular  tubercles. 

R 40.  Portion  of  lung.  Miliary  tubercles,  and  a large  tubercu- 
lar, cavern,  under  pleura.  Cavity  lined  by  a smooth 
membrane,  and  intersected  by  imperfect  columns  of 
pulmonary  tissue.

R 41.  Portion  of  emphysematous  lung,  dried.  Air-cells  and 
bronchial  tubes  generally  affected  by  emphysema.  Pu- 
rulent fluid  was  found  in  the  larger  ramifications  of 
the  bronchi.

Great  dyspnoea,  increased  by  exertion ; little  cough  ;

Pleura  pulmonaUs  and  costa- 
lis  connected  by  numerous,  firm,  long  bands.  Pulmo- 
nary substance  condensed,  and  of  a livid  colour.  Bron- 
chial tubes  much  dilated ; transverse  bands  remarkably 
distinct  on  inner  surface ; bronchia  terminate  in  nu- 
merous oblong  cavities,  varying  in  size  from  an  almond 
to  a plum,  containing  a muco-purulent  fluid,  and  lined  by 
a thick  smooth  membrane,  with  no  appearance  of  bron- 
chial structure.  Left  lung  much  expanded,  and  emphy- 
sematous. Heart  displaced  towards  right  side  of  chest. 
Bronchial  glands  enlarged,  particularly  those  in  con- 
tact with  right  bronchus.  Patient,  a man,  aet.  23,  for 
many  years  subject  to  asthma.  Early  symptoms  un- 
known. During  the  last  three  weeks  of  his  life  had 
cough,  with  pain  of  chest;  dyspnoea,  aggravated  in 
paroxysms  ; lividity  of  countenance.  Pulsation  of  heart 
felt  only  in  right  side. 

li  43.  Very  large  bulla  from  convex  surface  of  right  lung.  Both 
lungs  were  extensively  emphysematous,  witli  enlarge- 
ment and  vascularity  of  bronchi.  Patient,  a man,  aet. 
24.  Symptoms  ; — Dyspnoea  ; paroxysms  of  severe 
cough,  with  mucous  expectoration  ; face  swollen,  lips 
. livid  ; turgidity  of  veins  of  neck.  Symptoms  of  nine 
months’  duration,  attributed  to  cold.  His  mother  was 
long  asthmatic. 

R 44.  Portion  of  lung,  with  miliary  tubercles,  enlarged  air-cells, 
and  emphysematous  bullae  beneath  pleura.  One  of 
the  bronchi  dilated  to  the  size  of,  a walnut.  Patient, 
a man,  aet.  38.  Symptoms  : — cough,  with  mucous  ex- 
pectoration, latterly  tinged  with  blood  ; lancinating 
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pains  in  chest;  hectic  fever;  frequent,  violent,  asth- 
matic paroxysms.  Symptoms  of  six  months’  duration. 
— Vide  Case  6. 

R 45.  Portion  of  lung,  with  partial  emphysema,  and  general 
formation  of  miliary  tubercles ; some  of  which,  yel- 
low and  opaque,  have  coalesced,  but  none  have  sup- 
purated. Both  lungs  tuberculated.  The  bronchi  con- 
tained much  thick  mucus.  No  part  of  the  lungs  was 
hepatised.  Patient,  a stout  young  woman.  Symp- 
toms: — After  violent  muscular  exertion,  was  seized 
with  dyspnoea,  cough,  and  copious  expectoration.  Was 
three  times  bled,  but  not  till  second  week  of  illness ; 
pulse  afterwards  frequent  and  weak  ; dyspnoea  urgent ; 
no  emaciation.  Symptoms  of  only  three  weeks’  duration. 

R 46.  Upper  lobe  of  right  lung,  which  adhered  to  pleura  costa- 
lis.  Beneath  the  adhesion,  a large  abscess  partially 
subdivided,  occupying  nearly  the  whole  lobe.  Pa- 
rietes  of  sac  thin,  formed  by  conden^d  pulmonary 
tissue,  lined  by  a smooth  membrane.  Pulmonary  tex- 
ture inflamed,  condensed,  and  studded  with  miliary 
tubercles ; many  small  tubercular  caverns,  which  con- 
tained pus.  In  left  lung,  tubercles  and  tubercular  ca- 
verns, one  of  which  had  burst  into  bronchi.  Pa- 
tient, a female,  aet.  23.  Symptoms  during  the  last  three 
weeks: — Frequent  cough,  with  purulent  expectora- 
tion ; left  side  of  chest  painful  on  pressure ; diarrhoea ; 
severe  dyspnoea ; respiratory  murmur  inaudible  at  in- 
feiior  part  of  right  side  of  chest ; distinct  pectoriloquy 
at  upper  part,  with  subsequent  gargouillement  and 
cavernous  respiration.  Gargouillement  in  left  lung, 
near  sternal,  and  pectoriloquy  near  humeral,  extremi- 
ty of  clavicle. — Vide  Case  44. 

R 47.  Effusion  of  lymph  on  pleura  costalis,  forming  a false  mem- 
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brane  of  considerable  thickness,  and  in  some  places 
cartilaginous.  Between  it  and  pleura  pulmonalis  a 
broad  cavity,  which  contained  pus,  and  communicated, 
by  an  oblique  fissure,  with  an  abscess  surrounded  by 
grey  hepatisation,  in  lower  lobe  of  left  lung.  Bron- 
chial tubes  enlarged.  Slight  oedema  of  rest  of  lung. 
Patient,  a woman,  aet.  50,  of  intemperate  habits. 
Symptoms : — Violent  pleurisy  ten  weeks  before  death ; 
afterwards  cough,  short  breathing,  imperfect  motion 
of  affected  side  on  inspiration,  dull  sound  on  percus- 
sion, respiratory  murmur  inaudible  at  lower  part  of 
that  side  of  chest.  Latterly,  had  twice  sudden  ex- 
pectoration of  much  purulent  matter,  after  which  re- 
spiratory murmur  (bronchial)  became  distinct  where 
^ formerly  it  had  been  inaudible. — Vide  Case  45. 

R 48.  Portion  of  left  lung  extensively  occupied  by  tubercles, 
most  of  which  have  suppurated,  forming  numerous  tu- 
bercular cavern's.  Several  have  ulcerated  through  pleu- 
ra«.pulmonalis,  which  is  covered  by  a false  membrane. 

R 49.  False  membrane  on  pleura  pulmonalis  ; tubercles  and  small 
tubercular  caverns  in  lung.  Patient,  aet.  6.  Case  of 
empyema. 

R 50.  Portion  of  right  lung.  Effusion  of  lymph  on  pleura.  Se- 
veral crude  tubercles.  Large  tubercular  cavern,  par- 
tially subdivided  by  pulmonary  texture,  and  situated 
immediately  under  pleura.

Pulmonary  texture  of  com- 
pressed lung,  apparently  healthy.  Patient,  a female, 
set.  25.  Symptoms  : — Cough  ; expectoration  difficult 
and  scanty ; respiration  short  and  frequent ; counte- 
nance anxious  and  flushed;  occasional  vomiting;  ri- 
gors ; respiratory  murmur  inaudible  in  right,  and  pue- 
rile in  left  side ; severe  pain  in  right  side,  with  in- 
creased dyspnoea ; right  side  sonorous  on  percussion, 
with  partial  tintement  metallique  ; mucous  rale  in 
left,  and  occasionally  in  right  side ; delirium. — Vide 
Edin.

p.  320. 

R 52.  Circumscribed  gangrene  of  lower  part  of  . lung.  Several 
soft  foetid  masses,  of  a black  colour,  without  any  trace 
of  pulmonary  substance,  distinctly  encysted  with  white 
adhesive  matter.  Several  small  cysts  filled  by  pus. 
No  tubercles.  Trachea  and  bronchi  were  filled  with 
foetid  liquid  matter.  Patient,  a female,  aet.  17.  Symp- 
toms : — Pain  in  chest,  increased  by  coughing  or  full 
inspiration  ; severe  singultus  ; putrid  foetor*  of  breath. 
Symptoms  of  only  four  days’  duration.  Had  pre- 
viously been  much  exhausted  by  a chronic  abscess  in 
region  of  parotid  gland,  communicating  with  the  mea- 
tus auditorius  externus. — Vide  Case  11. 

R 53.  Grangrene  of  right  lung.  Gangrenous  masses,  numerous, 
pulpy,  and  of  a dark  olive  colour  ; contained  a black, 
foetid  fluid.  Surrounding  pulmonary  texture  red,  and 
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of  pulpy  consistence  {ramollhsement  rouge  of  Andral). 
Left  lun^  similarly  diseased,  though  to  a less  extent. 
Bloody  serum  in  cavities  of  pleurae.  Effusion  of  se- 
rum in  ventricles  and  at  base  of  brain,  venous  conges- 
tion of  its  surface.  Patient,  a man  of  intemperate  ha- 
bits, set.  21.  Symptoms : — Erysipelas,  of  three  weeks’ 
duration ; during  the  third  week,  delirium  with  tre- 
mors, and  subsuit  us  ; dry  foul  tongue ; cough  and 
short  difficult  respiration ; ultimately  coma  and  ster- 
tor. 

R 54.  Extensive  melanosis  of  lung. — Vide  L 12. 

R 55.  Part  of  a curved  spine,  with  caries  of  the  bodies  of  two 
dorsal  vertebrae,  and  an  opening  into  each  cavity  of 
pleura.  Portion  of  right  lung,  contiguous  to  the  dis- 
eased bone,  ulcerated.

Symptoms  : — Severe  pain  in 
left  side  of  head,  much  increased  by  pressure  ; pain  in 
left  shoulder  and  arm  ; slight  deafness  in  left  ear,  with 
subsequent  purulent  discharge ; slight  cough,  consti- 
pation, coma.  Symptoms  of  four  months’  duration,  at- 
tributed to  cold. — Vide  Case  48. 

1 9.  Thickening  of  dura  mater;  its  serous  surface  lined  by  a 
vascular  membrane ; general  effusion  of  lymph  and 
yellow  tubercular-looking  matter,  particularly  on  fore 
part,  where  it  is  accumulated  in  a mass  of  considerable 
size.  Case  of  fever. 

T.  9.  a.  Dura  mater,  slightly  thickened,  adheres,  by  means  of  a 
vascular  membrane,  to  a tumour  covering  upper  and 
lateral  surfaces  of  anterior  and  middle  lobes  of  left  he- 
misphere of  brain.  Falx  cerebri  elevated  towards  left 
side.  Tumour,  formed  by  an  osseous  sap,  of  an  oval 
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form,  seven  inches  in  length,  from  before  backwards, 
nearly  three  in  breadth,  thin  at  margins,  an  inch  in 
thickness  at  centre.  Outer  surface  convex,  composed 
of  a thin  plate  of  bone,  and  covered  by  a hbrous  mem- 
brane. Inner  surface,  in  contact  with  pia  mater,  con- 
cave, and  in  some  parts  cartilaginous ; but  chiefly 
formed  of  thin  osseous  scales,  invested  by  a thick,  fi- 
brous membrane,  in  several  places  extremely  vascular. 
Cavity  of  osseous  sac,  which  contained  several  ounces 
of  serum  mixed  with  portions  of  cholesterine,  is  lined 
by  a smooth,  deUcate  membrane,  studded  with  white, 
irregular,  resplendent  spots.  Pia  mater  and  structure 
of  brain  of  their  natural  appearance.  Patient,  a boy, 
subject  to  epileptic  fits.  Fell  from  a window  and  frac- 
tured his  skull  three  days  before  death. 

T 10.  Scirrhous  tumour,  of  the  size  of  a walnut,  which  slightly 
adhered  to  the  left  side  of  the  falx  minor  ; surface  no- 
dulated, and  of  a grey  colour  ; substance  yellow,  dense, 
' and  fibrous ; the  fibres  radiate  from  the  centre,  which 
is  of  a lighter  colour.  Case  of  hydrocephalus. 

T 11.  Tumour  attached  to  the  dura  mater ; surface  irregularly 
nodulated,  and  invested  by  a vascular  membrane ; sub- 
stance composed  of  tubercular  matter,  of  a dull  grey 
colour.  Case  of  hydrocephalus. 

T 12.  Laceration  of  dura  mater,  near  sagittal  suture ; margins 
of  lacerated  membrane  ulcerated,  v'ith  a fungous  ex- 
crescence externally.  Case  of  fracture  of  skidl.  Pa- 
tient, set.  4,  died  a few  days  after  the  application  of 
the  trephine. 

T 13.  Extensive  exfoliation  of  almost  the  whole  of  frontal  and 
part  of  parietal  bones ; with  vascidarity,  effusion  of 
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lymph,  and  slight  osseous  deposition,  on  cranial  Surfalci'' 
of  dura  mater.  Large  ulcerated  opening  in  membrane, 
through  whidi  pus  escaped. 

X 13.  a.  Upper  portion  of  left  hemisphere  of  brain.^  Slight  opa- 
city of  arachnoid  ; yellowish  serum  w^as  effused  under 
membrane.  Vessels  of  pia  mater  were  much  distended 
by  florid  blood ; exterior  of  membrane  studded  by 
small,  opaque,  round  tubercles,  most  numerous  and 
congregated  between  the  hemispheres.  Towards  back 
part  of  left  anterior  lobe,  and  in  contact  with  falx,  a 
spot  of  the  size  of  half  a crown,  firm,  and  of  a deep 
mahogany  colour,  forming  an  uncircumscribed  tumour, 
composed  of  numerous  small  tubercles,  a plexus  of  tu¥- 
gid  vessels,  and  softened  cerebral  substance  of  an  uni- 
form ash-grey  colour.  Right  hemisphere  was  similarly 
diseased,  but  with  a greater  proportion  of  medullary 
substance,  which  was  of  a yellow  colour,  and  in  a more 
advanced  state  of  ramolhssement.  There  were  recent 
tubercles  in  pleurae,  lung's,  omentum,  and  peritoneurtil 
Ilronchial  and  mesenteric  glands  were  much  enlarged. 
Patient,  a boy,  ast.  11.  Symptoms  : — Headach,  stupor, 
pupils  dilated.  Vomiting,  debility,  upper  hp  swolIeh\ 
occasional  flushing  of  face,  constipation,  tenderness  of 
abdomen,  stertorous  breathing,  coma.  Symptoms  of 
three  or  four  months’  duration  ; ascribed  to  exposure 
to  cold  and  wet. 

r 14.  Large  cavity  in  upper  part  of  right  middle  lobe  of  brain, 
which  was  occupied  by  a coagulum-  of  blood  ; it  com- 
municates with  an  opening  in  dura  mater.  A small 
^ fungoid  tumour  attached  to  the  ulcerated  and  thick- 

cnetl  margins  of  the  membrane.  Case : Fracture  of 
cranium,  with  laceration  of  dura  mater.  A portion  of 
brain  was  discharged. 
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X 15.  Fungus  cerebri,  from  coronal  surface  of  both  hemispheres, 
consisting  of  soft  cerebral  substance  mixed  wth  blood. 
Contiguous  dura  mater  much  thickened  from  deposi- 
tion of  lymph,  which  also  occupies  the  superior  longi- 
tudinal sinus.  Preceded  by  fracture  of  skull,  and  lace- 
ration of  dura  mater  beliind  the  middle  of  coronal 
suture.  The  fungus  protruded  the  day  after  the  ap- 
plication of  the  trephine.  The  fracture  extended  to 
the  right  eye-brow,  where  a similar  tumour  appeared. 
Patient,  a female,  ast.  14.  Symptoms  of  three  weeks’ 
duration.  Delirium,  stupor,  and  coma  for  two  days 
before  death. — Vide  Case  1. 

X 16.  Slight  thickening  of  arachnoid  and  pia  mater  on  upper 
part  of  right  hemisphere  of  brain ; with  effusion  of 
lymph  adhering  to  arachnoid  membrane.  Glandulae 
Pacchioni  internae  numerous.  Patient,  a female,  ast.  50. 
Subject  to  epilepsy. 

X 17.  Head  much  enlarged.  Patient,  a few  months  old,  died  of 
chronic  hydrocephalus. 

X 18.  Communication,  under  fornix,  between  lateral  ventricles, 
much  enlarged.  Case  of  hydrocephalus. 

X 19.  Membranes  of  brain  turgid,  opaque,  and  slightly  thick- 
ened. Four  ounces  of  bloody  serum  were  found  at  base 
of  brain,  and  three  in  lateral  ventricles.  Fifth  ven- 
tricle much  dilated  by  a similar  fluid,  the  layers  of 
septum  lucidum  being  separated  three-fourths  of  an 
inch.  Cavity  of  third  ventricle  expanded ; its  floor 
forms  a tumour  occupying  the  space  between  crura 
cerebri  and  fissures  of  Sylvius,  and  involving  the  optic 
commissure.  Optic  nerves  enlarged  in  the  form  of 
two  bulbous  excrescences  of  an  inch  long,  containing 
fluid,  and  communicating  with  the  tliird  ventricle. 
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Olfactory  nerves  much  diminished  in  size.  Other 
nerves  small.  The  quantity  of  fluid  found  in  the  ven- 
tricles was  inconsiderable,  in  comparison  with  their  di- 
latation. Patient,  a lad,  aet.  16.  Symptoms  : — Head- 
ach  and  vertigo ; eighteen  months  afterwards  nausea, 
rolling  motion  of  eyes,  vision  much  impaired ; head- 
ach  diminished,  as  the  amaurosis  increased.  Finally, 
pupils  immoveably  dilated,  slight  subsultus  tendinum, 
somnolency,  secretion  of  urine  much  increased : erysi- 
pelas and  delirium  before  death.  Symptoms  of  up- 
wards of  two  years’  duration. — Case  49. 

T 20.  Lymph  said  to  have  been  found  under  glandula  pituitaria. 
In  a case  of  hydrocephalus. 

X 21.  Thin  membranous  cyst,  of  the  size  of  a goose’s  egg,  at- 
tached to  right  side  of  falx  cerebri  and  contiguous  du- 
ra mater,  which  is  much  thickened.  It  occupied  the 
cavity  of  right  lateral  ventricle,  had  no  adhesion  to  its 
lining  membrane,  but  was  surrounded  by  gelatinous 
matter,  and  filled  by  a serous  fluid.  Cranium  thinner  on 
right  than  left  side.  Right  parietal  bone,  in  some  places 
not  thicker  than  a wafer.  Patient,  a stout  man,  aet.  20. 
Symptoms ; — Constant  headach,  especially  in  right  side, 
followed  by  dilatation  of  pupils,  and  epileptic  fits. 

X 22.  Choroid  plexus,  to  which  adhere  several  hydatids  (Cysti- 
cercus  cellulosus,  Rudolphi).  Case  of  hydrocephalus. 

X 23.  Arteries  of  brain  in  a cartilaginous  and  osseous  state. 

Apoplectic  cyst,  lined  by  a yellow  membrane  in  right 
middle  lobe.  In  choroid  plexus  several  hydatids. 
Arachnoid  membrane  thickened  and  opaque.  Serous 
effusion  in  ventricles,  and  under  arachnoid  membrane, 
in  the  form  of  large  dependent  blisters.  Ramollisse- 
^ nicnt  of  right  anterior  lobe.  In  aorta  and  its  branches 
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tlierc  was  considerable  osseous  deposition,  Patient,  a 
man,  oet  75,  of  intemperate  habits.  Symptoms ; — 
Hemiplegia  of  left  side,  pain  of  forehead,  stupor,  pupils 
much  contracted;  pulse  102,  full  and  firm  in  right 
arm,  small  and  weak  in  left ; costiveness.  Incontinence 
of  urine  and  faeces.  Two  apoplectic  attacks  within  five 
weeks  before  death. — Case  53.

T 24.  Large  coagulum  from  left  ventricle.  Case  of  apoplexy. 

T 25.  Coagulum,  2 oz.  in  weight,  from  under  dura  mater,  at 
back  part  of  parietal  bones.  Patient,  a lad,  aet.  15. 
Received  a blow  on  the  head  from  a stone.  No  frac- 
ture of  skull  or  wound  of  scalp. 

T 26.  Absorption  of  a portion  of  middle  lobe  of  bnun.  Patitnt, 
a female,  aet.  50.  Subject  to  epilepsy. 

X 27.  Absorption,  an  inch  in  depth,  of  a portion  of  right  hemi- 
sphere of  brain,  above  the  fissure  of  Sylvius,  and  over 
anterior  part  of  right  lateral  ventricle  ; from  a serous 
cyst  between  brain  and  pia  mater,  which  is  consider- 
ably thickened  around  the  depression.  Tubercles  in 
peritoneum,  omentum,  pleurae,  and  lungs.  Ulcers  in 
progress  to  cicatrization  in  colon.  Patient,  a man  of 
intemperate  habits,  aet.  37.  Had  been  ,a  soldier,  was 
at  Walcheren.  Symptoms  : — Hemiplegia  of  left  side 
for  seven  years,  distention  of  abdomen,  debility. — Vide 
Case  50.

X 28;  Ramollissement  with  suppuration  of  middle  lobe  of  brain. 

Patient,  a man,  aet.  40;  from  infancy  subject  to  deaf- 
ness, with  purulent  discharge  from  meatus  auditorius 
extemus;  followed  by  caries  of  temporal  bone. 


X 29.  Irregular  abscess,  with  ulcerated  margins  in  riglit  hemi- 
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spliere  of  brain,  about  the  level  of  corpus  callosum ; 
it  contained  giss.  of  purulent  matter  tinged  with  blood, 
and  had  no  communication  with  ventricles.  Mem- 
branes and  substance  of  brain  unusually  dry.  Pa- 
tient, a robust  man,  aet.  22.  Symptoms : — Sudden- 
ly seized  with  convulsions,  terminating  in  complete 
hemiplegia  of  right  side ; utterance  indistinct ; head- 
ach  ; tongue,  when  protruded,  inclined  to  right,  and 
mouth  to  left,  side ; temperature  98°  in  right  side,  and 
101°  in  left ; severe  epileptic  fits,  terminating  in  fatal 
apoplexy.  Symptoms  of  sixteen  days’  duration. — Vide 
Case  3. 

T 30.  Large  abscess  in  right  anterior  lobe  of  brain.  Several  of 
the  convolutions  above,  obliterated.  No  symptoms  in- 
dicative of  affection  of  the  brain. 

T 31.  Sections  of  a large  abscess  in  fore  part  of  right  anterior 
lobe  of  brain  ; it  contained  pus.  Internal  surface  irre- 
gularly granular.  Pus  on  dura  mater,  lining  frontal 
bone.  Patient,  a man,  set.  50,  long  subject  to  ulcers 
on  scalp  ; with  destruction  of  pericranium,  and  disease 
of  frontal  bone.  Had  lately  recovered  from  pleurisy. 
Symptoms  : — Headach  ; no  loss  of  memory ; no  palsy ; 
no  recent  febrile  symptoms.  Somnolence  for  forty- 
eight,  and  coma  for  twenty-four,  hours  before  death. 

T 32.  Firm  tumour,  of  the  size  of  a large  goose’s  egg,  from  un- 
der pai  t of  right  anterior  lobe  of  brain  ; it  adhered  to 
brain  and  dursumatral  covering  of  supraorbital-  plate, 
by  a dense,  opaque,  and  slightly,  vascular  membrane. 
Surface  of  tuinour  lobulated  ; substance  of  a light  yel- 
low colour,  cellular,  slightly  fibrous,  and  in  some  places 
cartilaginous.  Patient,  a man.  Symptoms : — Severe 
headach  for  ten  months,  with  stupor,  and  severe  pain 
on  moving  tlic  head. 
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T 33.  Round,  firm  encephaloid  tumour,  of  the  size  of  a cherry  ; 

investing  membrane  smooth,  and  highly  vascular; 
substance  uniform,  white,  and  opaque.  From  near 
optic  commissure. 

T 34.  Round,  soft,  encephaloid  tumour,  of  the  size  of  a cherry, 
attached  to  left  optic  nerve  near  foramen  opticum.  Pa- 
tient, an  old  man,  died  of  malignant  tumour  in  neck. 

X 35.  Section  of  a spherical  tumour  found  in  the  brain,  6 inches 
in  circumference ; surface  slightly  nodulated,  and  co- 
' vered  by  an  opaque  membrane  ; substance  of  a yellow 
colour,  apparently  composed  of  tubercular  matter,  firm, 
and  indistinctly  granular.  Patient,  a girl,  aet.  9,  died 
of  hydrocephalus. 

T 36.  Tumour,  of  the  form  and  size  of  a large  Spanish  chesnut^ 
from  substance  of  right  hemisphere  of  brain  ; surface 
nodulated,  and  invested  by  a flocculent  membranous 
cyst ; substance  tubercular-,  and  similar  to  that  of  the 
preceding,  and  from  same  patient. 

X 37.  Tumour,  of  the  size  of  a walnut,  occupying  third  ven- 
tricle, and  posterior  surface  of  anterior  crura  of  fornix. 
It  projects  from  the  base  of  the  brain,  compressing  the 
optic  commissure ; is  surrounded  by  a delicate  layer 
of  cineritious  substance,  and  composed  of  soft,  yel- 
low, tubercular  matter.  A small  tubercle  between 
corpora  quadrigemina.  Both  ventricles  contained 
about  §iij.  of  serum,  distending  chiefly  their  inferior 
and  posterior  cornua.  Small  serous  cyst  towards  ex- 

. tremity  of  hippocampus  minor.  External  surface  of 

dura  mater  was  unusually  vascular ; between  the  ex- 
ternal and  internal  layers  of  the  membrane,  several 
cartilaginous  scales.  Internal  table  of  skull  rough,  and 
its  vessels  much  congested.  Patient,  a stout  young  man. 
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Symptoms : — Complete  amaurosis,  permanent  dilata- 
tion of  pupils  ; no  headach,  no  paralysis ; general  mus- 
cular debility,  memory  and  intellect  impaired ; tongue, 
when  protruded,  extremely  trenndous.  Finally,  slight 
delirium,  incontinence  of  urine,  stupor.  Symptoms 
of  a month’s  duration,  commenced  with  violent  head- 
ach ; attributed  to  cold  and  wet. — Vide  Case  50. 

T 38 . Large  uncircumscribed,  lobulated  tumour,  involving  septum 
lucidum  and  fornix.  Right  side  of  tumour  of  a dark 
red  colour,  adhering  to  corpus  striatum  and  thalamus 
opticus.  Left  side  smaller,  of  a paler  colour,  and 
more  distinctly  lobulated.  In  lateral  ventricles  were 
3 or  4 oz.  of  serum  ; lining  membrane  studded  by  nu- 
merous granulations  of  a firm  texture.  No  ramoUisse- 
ment  of  brain  ; its  membranes  were  dry  and  glistening. 
Patient,  a man,  aet.  43.  Symptoms  : — Amaurosis,  pu- 
pils dilated,  partial  deafness,  memory  impaired,  con- 
stant headach,  epileptic  fits,  general  rigidity  of  muscles, 
excepting  those  of  neck,  stupor,  incontinence  of  urine 
and  faeces.  Symptoms  gradually  supervened  upon  an 
attack  of  fever,  four  years  before  death. — Vide  Case  5. 

Osseous  tumour,  from  the  substance  of  brain,  of  irregular 
form  and  surface,  invested  by  a thick  cartilaginous 
cyst. 

Brain  of  an  idiot.  Anterior  lobes  short ; middle  lobes 
broad ; upper  convolutions  unusually  large.  Whole 
brain  small. 

T 41.  I.umbar  portion  of  spinal  cord,  much  curved.  On  exte- 
rior of  its  dura-matral  covering,  anteriorly,  numerous, 
uncircumscribed,  fungoid  masses,  of  a dark  yellow  co- 
lour, fibrous  texture,  in  some  places  broken  down ; in 
others,  cartilaginous,  with  osseous  spiculae.  Lumbar

healthy.  Patient,  a man,  set.  50.  Symptoms: — Uni- 
versal tetanus,  with  occasional  severe  spasmodic  parox- 
ysms ; costiveness.  Tetanic  symptoms,  of  thirteen  days' 
duration,  commenced  with  trismus.  No  wound.

Many  years  after  complete  recovery,  was  seized  witli 
excruciating  pain  in  hand  and  fore  arm,  much  in- 
creased by  the  slightest  impression,  as  agitation  of  tire 
arm,  for  Avhich  amputation  was  performed.

Symp- 
toms : — Countenance  exsanguine.  A tumour,  indis- 
tinctly perceptible,  between  gastrocnemii  muscles,  dis- 
appearing on  flexion  of  leg.
